AUTHORIZING REVISIONS TO THE CITY CODE OF
SAN ANTONIO RELATING TO ESTABLISHING
PARKING RATES FOR THE PARKING LOT AT
HEMISFAIR PARK IN FRONT OF THE INSTITUTE
OF TEXAN CULTURES LOCATED IN COUNCIL
DISTRICT 1

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SAN
ANTONIO:

SECTION 1. The caption for item (5) of Section 19-199 of the City Code of San Antonio,
Texas is revised to read HemisFair Garage Parking Facility.

SECTION 2. A new subsection (28) of Section 19-199 of the City Code of San Antonio,
Texas is created to read as follows:

(28) HemisFair Surface Lot: The rates for parking at the HemisFair surface lot are
hereby set in accordance with the following schedule:

Y2 Hour $1.00
1 Hour $2.00
1 %2 Hours $3.00
2 Hours $4.00
2 % Hours $5.00
3 Hours $6.00
Flat Rate $6.00
Monthly Rate $30.00
Lost Ticket $12.00

SECTION 3. A new subsection (29) of Section 19-199 of the City Code of San Antonio,
Texas is created to read as follows:

(29) Special Rates. The Director of Public Works is authorized to set rates, if
necessary, of not less than $30 a quarter for persons enrolled in programs offered at
the Institute of Texan Cultures. Any rates so set must be available to all persons
enrolled in a particular program. Both this authority to set rates and any rates set
pursuant to it expire December 31, 2005. After that date, the rates in the table in the
preceding section control.

SECTION 4. If any part of this Ordinance, or any appendix thereto, is held illegal or
otherwise invalid, the remainder is nevertheless valid as if it had been enacted without the
invalidated portion.




SECTION 5. The City Clerk for the City of San Antonio is hereby directed to publish notice
of this Ordinance as required by the Charter of the City of San Antonio and the laws of the State
of Texas.

SECTION 6. It if officially found, determined, and declared, as a matter of legislative
finding, that the meeting at which this Ordinance is adopted was open to the public and that
public notice of the time, place, and subject matter of the public business to be considered at
such meeting, including consideration and adoption of this Ordinance was appropriately given,
all as required by Chapter 551 of the Texas Government Code.

SECTION 7. All other provisions of Chapter 19, City Code of the City of San Antonio shall
remain in full force and effect except as expressly amended by this Ordinance.

SECTION 8. No additional expense associated with this ordinance. No financial impact
SECTION 9. This ordinance shall become effective July 24, 2005.
